Civic Federation Will Wait. 

The Dunning troubles were not made a 
topic of discussion at the monthly meeting of 
the Civic Federation last night. A promi. 
nent official of the federation commenting 
on the proposition said: The federation has 
full confidence in the capacity of the Civil 
Service SCommissioners and county officiais 
and will patiently await further developments 
before proceeding even as far as making sug- 
gestions. Of course, we are primarily inter- 
ested in the conduct of the Dunnmg attend- 
ants, As soon as time has elapsed fora thor.

GOUGH AND ANDERSON IN COURT, 


Slayers of Pucik Appear for Examination 
-‘Viorgan and McGrew Testify. 

George Gough and J. P, Anderson, charged 
with the murder of George Pucik, had a 
hearing before Justice Severson in the Chi- 
cago avenue police court yesterday. If At- 
torney David’s voluminous cross-examination 
in any way foreshadows Gough’s defense, it 
will be contended that the victim walked 
around for a week or more with all his terri- 
ble injuries. Attorney Edward J. Herdlicka 
was op hand to prosecute for Pucik’s brother 
and relatives. The State’s-Attorney sent a 
stenographer. President Dan Healy, with 
Commissioners Jones and Beer looked after 
the interests of Cook County. A stenog- 
rapher also took a verbation report of the 
proceedings for the County Board. 

Kickham Scanlan defended Anderson. He 
said little. Gough’s advocates did nine- 
tenths of the talking. His cruss-examination 
went so much into detail that Justice Sever- 
son had to continue the hearing to this 
morning. 

The witnesses for the State were marshaled 
into court by Supt. George F. Morgan and 


| Supervisor George Cadotte. They included 


the Superintendent, Supervisor, Doctor Mc- 
Grew, Briggs, the night attendant in ward C 


4, Assistant Supervisor Conley, Night At- 


tendant J. Scherner of Ward D W 4 and 
Henry Barrett, the bathroom man at the 
asylum. They kept together and would say 
little. Capt. Barcal and 
against him have told on Gough. His fate 
was sunken and unshaven. His eyes had the 
hunted look of an animal brought to bay. 
Anderson imitated his counsel. . He stood 
still and said nothing. The stuffy little court- 
room was crowded to excess. 

Supt. Morgan was the first witness. He 
detailed the circumstances under which Pucik 
cameto Dunning, producing the commit- 
ment, physician’s certificate, and other legal 
documents. He was positive and clear in his 
testimony and unshaken in the brief cross- 
examination administered by Gough’s attor- 
ney. 

Dr. McGrew’s Hard Time. 


Dr. McGrew succeeded the Superintendent 
on the stand. He had a hard time at the 
hands of Lawyer David. The doctor told of 
the reception of the murdered man, of his 
partial and incomplete examination three 
hours after the receipt of the patient. He 
was in a hurry, he said, and deferred his duty 
until after the man was dead. Then he re- 
lated how, as he passed through Ward D W 2 
at 7:40 the morning of the murder, a patient 
named Herman told him of the crime just 
done. Dr. McGrew was cross-examined 
severely as to his experience other than as 
obtained in his duty as an interne in the 
County Hospital. He had had no general ex- 
perience after his graduation from Rush 
Medical College in 1800. The medical man 
went on to tell of the superficial examination 
of Pucik’s dead body to find the cause of 
death and the terrible nature of the 
injuries apparent to the eye. Dr. McGrew 
said he was present at the post mortem, and 
made the notes for the Coroner’s physician. 
He was not called nor present at the inquest. 
McGrew went on to explain that there were 
no chronic or violent patients in Ward D. W. 
2. where Pucik was temporarily placed by 
his orders. He stated Pucik had some straps 
on him when received, and when dead had 
only a night shirt on. The doctor was ill at 
ease when in Attorney David’s hands. He 
moved uneasily from side to side and nervous- 
ly fingered his mackinaw hat. 

Supt. George F. Morgan before going into 
details introduced in evidence the order com- 
mitting 282 Pucik to the County Insane 
Asylum and éther records showing Pucik was 
properly examined before he was assigned to 
quarters at the asylum. Supt. Morgan’s 
version of the case was substantially as fol- 
lows: 

„As Supermtendent of the asylum I gave 
the Pucik case my immediate attention, and 
made a thorough investigation into the con- 
duct of the persons who had anything to do 
with Pucik.

| SOHOOL TEACHERS RECEIVE $3,492,- 
123 FOR ONE YEAR'S WORK. 


Finance Committee Presents an Interest- 
ing Report to the Board of Education 
Charge That Teachers Are Overworked 
and Underpaid Is Strenuously Combat- 
ed=Many Comparisons Are Made with 
Compensation in Other Lines of Em- 
ployment- Control of School Fund. 

It cost the city of Chicago $6,334,333 to 
run its public schools last year. More than 
one half this immense expeuditure of méney, 
or $3,492,122, was paid out in teachers’ 
salaries. 

The Finance committee of the Board of 
Education has completed its annual report 
for the school year ending June 29, and 
through its Chairman, Robert Lindblom, will 
submit it to the next regular meeting of 
the. board. This report shows the 
total expenditures for the year amounted 
to $6,334,383, the principal item being teach- 
ers’ salaries, although $934,950 was spent in 
new school buildmgs and $140,035 in new

After Being Carted About the City All Day 
|  gmd Being Refused a Grave in Two 
Cemeteries, the Body Is Given Burial 
atthe County Poor FarmeThe Dead 
Man Comes to Seek His Fortune in 
America and Dies Penniless and Almost 
Freindless. : 

| Forty years of toil and travail in life and 
in death a grave in the potter’s field, and the 
latter only secured dfter much trouble and 
delay, was the destiny which fate marked 
| out f rge Gorciak. ; 

Gorciak was a Hungarian, who, along with 
several of his countrymen, came to the 
United States in the hope of making money 
enough to go back home and place his little 
family there beyond the reach of want. 

Yesterday, after a long ride over rough, 
roads and rebuffs at two or three cemeteries 
his bones were finally laid to rest in the pau- 
per’s burying ground at Dunning. That 
will-o’-the-wisp, money, or the want of it, 
which had led him such a long chase during 


building sites. Teachers in the primary and 
grammar schools received a total of $2,048,. 
725. To this is added $544,397 paid teach- 
ers in the high school and special studies, In 
reply to current charges that the teachers of 
this city are underpaid and overworked, 
the committee states they receive better 
pay on an average than do the school 
instructors of any other city in the country. 
Furthermore it says the increase in their sal- 
aries this year is more than 15 per cent over 
last year, due toa horizontal increase at the. 
beginning of the year in the salaries of 
primary teackers. The normal increase has

‘* Contrary to our custom, continues the re- 
report, we have no money in the reserve 
fund on which we can rely and unless tho 
Collector, City Treasurer, and Controller can 
be made to turn over promptly taxes col- 
lected for the schools we will be placed in the 
embarrassing position of not being able to 
meet our pay-rolle during February and 
March either.“

GOVERNOR PUT UP $5,000. 


Had to Take Care of a Note for That 
Amount to Help Defray Campaign Ex- 
penses- Democratic Chairman Roasts the 
Ex-Congressman and Says He Is a Most 
Promising Young Man- Makes a Money 
Contribution Pledge for Hopkins’ Cam- 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 15.—[Speolal.!— 
It is like shakmg a red rag in front of a mad 
bull to mention Ben Cabie’s name in the pres- 
ence of Buck Hiarichsen, and the Illinois 
Secretary of State does not attempt to con- 
ceal his aversion for the Rock Island states- 
man. ‘ 

„Out in our country Ben is known as a 
promising young man, said Mr. Hinrichsen 
to Tun UNE correspondent, * and accord- 
ing to the best information obtainable $5,000 
seem to be his lowest figures when talking to 
candidates. Gov. Altgeld and Lambert Tree 
never hesitate about denouncing him for mak- 
ing financial promises which are never ful- 
filled and his actions during the Gubenatorial 
campaign, and when Mr, Tree wanted to go 
abroad on matters of current political history 
in IIlinois. 

„To show how fond Cable is of making 
great professions I recall an incident in the 
campaign which put John P. Hopkins in the 
Mayor’s office. His services to the Demo- 
crutic party by his organization and the big 
vote brought out in Cook County demanded 
substantial recognition and the leaders were 
not at all charry about giving it to him when 
Carter Harrison was assassinated, and 
thoughts for his successor naturally gravi- 
tated towards Hopkins. He was a poor man, 
however, and money would be needed to 
elect him Mayor, and all of us knew it. Out 
in the State we felt we could not interfere 
with the conduct of affairs in Cook County, 
but we could raise sinews of war and send 
them to Mr. Hopkins. In common with 
other good Democrats I put my shoulders to 
the wheel and raised $1,500 at Springfield for 
the campaign fund, There was a con- 
certed movement among the friends 
of Hopkins all over the State, and 
among others Ben Cable came to the fore 
with that old threadbare $5,000 proposition. 
After Hopkins was made Mayor and while 
ways and moans were being discussed one day 
the proposed donation of Cable was men- 
tioned. It was ascertained that not a nickel 
had been given by him for campaign or an 
other Lee and it was just a piece of blu

Incideatally the Altgeld episode came up 
during the same conversation, and it was 
from the Governor’s own lips that I learned 
he had paid the $5,000 note upon which 
Cable had advanced the money. Nota cent 
was contributed by Cable to that campaign or 
any other that he has been interested in, so 
far as I can learn. 

„He became with an insane idea 
that he could be chosen United States Sen- 
ator from Illinois, a State which he has prac- 
tically deserted and from which he was once 
chosen accidentally to Congress, By his re- 
cent action in criticizing the State Central 
committee he has rendered himself liable to 
expulsion. It is our rule that the majority 
must dominate, and those who do not conin- 
cide with the views of the committee must 
keep still or get off. Cable. has been sore 
ever since he failed to secure the Chairman- 
ship of the State Central committee, a place 
for which he had no more chance than a 
short-tailed bull in fly time.

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It Is Believed to Be One of Altgeld’s Po- 
litical Move While Anxious to Avoid 
Expense He Thinks an Election Now Will 
Make a Big Split Between the Two Re- 
publican Factions=Bat Republicans 
Will Probably Harmonize—Torrens Law 
Advocates Are Happy. 

Gov. Altgeld issued a proclamation yes- 
terday calling a special election to be held 
in Cook County Nov. 5 to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Judge Blanke of the 
Superior Court bench, This means also that 
the Torrence land title law will be submitted 
to a vote of the people for adoption or re- 
jection, and that the political parties will 
hold conventions this fall. The two Repub- 
lican factions will have an opportunity to 
carry their war into Africa, as the saying 
goes, and determine which has fe: longest 
persimmon pole. 

It is doubtful if the Governor 8 have 
called an election if the Republican factions 
had not been engaged in a monkey and par- 
rot scrap. If harmony had prevailed he 
would much more readily have seen the 
force of the argument that to delay the elec- 
tion would be a great saving to the county. 
He certainly favored the idea of avoiding 
an election until the Republicans quarreled, 
for he signed the law amending the act re- 
lating to the election of Superior Court 
Judges so that Judge Shepard could hold 
over’ until next fall. The constitutionality 
of this act of the Legislature has been ques- 
tioned by a number of good lawyers. 

Judge Shepard’s term was not extended, 
but the time of the election was changed. 
After Dec. 1 he will be a Judge de facto, and 
unless he should resign his right to the place 
cannot be questioned except by quo war- 
ranto proceedings. It is not probable any 
one will institute such proceedings, as he 
is regarded as one of the best Judges on the 
bench. 

The special election also sets aside all 
conflict between the County Clerk and the 
friends of the Torrens land law. County 
Clerk Knopf had made up his mind he would 
not issue the notice for holding an election 
for the adoption or rejection of the law 
unless the Governor called a special elec- 
tion to elect a Judge, and the Torrens peo- 
ple had made up their minds if he refused 
they would institute mandamus proceed- 
ings to compel him to do so. 


Democrats Are Pleased. 

The only election to be held this fall was 
that for Drainage Trustees. The drainage 
district is not coextensive with the county, 
and it is claimed that from $16,000 to $20,000 
could be saved the county by delaying the 
special election for a Judge a year. The 
argument was advanced that the county 
now has more Judges than court-rooms and 
that when the quota is full three Judges 
are always idle. Gov. Altgeld expressed 
himself some time ago as being opposed toa 
special election. The Democrats believed 
by holding a special election the Republic- 
ans could be forced to hold a county con- 
vention and the split in the party would be- 
come wider and the feeling between the two 
factions more bitter. Democrats generally 
were much pleased yesterday over the action 
of the Governor. 

The fight in the ranks of the Cook County 
Republicans has done more to cement the 
Democrats than anything else that could 
have happened. The big scheme mapped 
out for next year by the Democrats has 
brought men together who have been fight- 
ing each other for years. The saying that 
politics makes strange bed-fellows was 
never more clearly illustrated. 

There is.a chance, however, that the Dem- 
ocrats may yet be fooled, as there has been 
talk for several days among certain Repub- 
lican leaders looking to a patching up of 
differences, and the news that Gov. Altgeld 
had catled a special election was received 
with some disappointment by quite a num- 
ber of the leaders. Many of the leading men 
of both factions are out of the eity, and it is 
not probable any steps will be taken toward 
getting the County committee together for

The hill is situated in the Town of Erin, 
in Washington County, forty miles from 
Milwaukee and eight miles from the Town 
of Hartford, which is the nearest railway 
station, it is one of the highest in 
Wisconsin, and is the chief one of the min- 
iature mountain range which extends from 
the peninsula forming Green Bay to the cap- 
ital of the State—Madison. Much steeper 
and more rugged than the rest, Holy Hill is 
the only one of the chain which is now clad 
with forests. From the others the trees have 
been cleared away, but Holy Hill is one mass 
of verdure from its base to the top, where the 
gilded cross on the spire of the Church of St. 
Mary can be seen above the tree tops. 

Aside from the reputation it has gained as 
the scene of many miraculous cures, it is a 
point of historical interest, for it is one of 


the few places accurately noted on the maps 


of the early French explorers, and is one of 
the spots visited by Father Marquette and 
his exploring party as they made their way 
by boat down the west coast of Lake Michi- 
gan. In the records of these exploring par- 
ties the hill is spoken of in 1673, and in the 
chapel on the hill is still to be seen a relic of 
their visit—the remains of a cross planted 
there, 
Was Almost Forgotten. 

After the departure of the early mission- 
aries the hill was almost forgotten until the 
settlement of Milwaukee by Solomon Ju- 
neau and his French-Canadian followers, 
Then the place is heard of again as the place 
of occasional pilgrimages, though there is 
no record of any cures or other miracles re- 
sulting. As the country became settled the 
surrounding lands were claimed from the 
government, but owing to its steep sides and 
uselessness for farming Holy Hill was left 
in the possession of the government until 
1255. Then Father Francis Paulhaber, a 
Roman Catholic priest, who was in charge 
of the district, secured the land, his atten- 
tion having been drawn to it by the legends 
surrounding it and by the fact that it re- 
sembled a hill near his birthplace in Austria. 
Father Paulhaber intended to transfer the 
title of the land to his church, thinking that 
its natural beauty and distance from all 
things carnal would make it an admirable 
resort for pious pilgrims who wanted to in- 
dulge in prayer and meditation. By some 
oversight he forgot to give up the title and 
the property was sold for taxes, but after 
twelve years was again secured by the 
church. 

In 1858 was the first recorded case of a mi- 
raculous cure on the hill, and in commem- 
oration of it a cross was erected on the high- 
est point, where the remains of the one 
placed by Father Marquette were ‘found, 
Since then many religious emblems have 
been erected on the hill. In 1862 Father 
Strickland, then in charge of the parish, 
built a little log church on the hill. The 
building was but sixteen feet square and 
eight feet high, but it remained in use until 
1879, when the present brick chapel was com- 
pleted. In 1878 the fourteen stations of the 
Via Crucis were put up. These consisted 
simply of wooden crosses placed along the 
winding footpath that leads from the bot- 
tom of the hill to the summit. But as the 
place became known and cures were report- 
ed contributions were received from pil- 
grims that finally enabled the present sta- 
tions to be built. These are of brick with 
metal bas-relief representations of the 
scenes connected with each station. They 
cost $11,000 and were completed in 1879. 

The record of the miraculous cures on the 
hill is a long one and contains many well- 
authenticated cases. The first one, however, 
oi which there is any record is that of Anton 
Meistier. Previous to his cure the stories 
of the miracles are of a legendary sort. 
Meistler visited the hill in 1858. 


Use of His Arm Restored. 

He came from Chicago, was tramping 
through the country carrying a peddler’s 
pack, and making a living by selling to the 
farmers. He had formerly been a stone ma- 
son, but his right arm had become paralyzed 
so that for years he had been unable to work 
at his trade. While stopping at a farmhouse 
not far from the hill he was told of the cures 
which it was said had been brought about 
by prayers offered on the summit. 
Determined to see what could be 
Gone, Meistler staid in the neighbor- 
hood for some time and made daily 


strength might be restored to hisarm. Aft- 
er a few days he found himself able to use 
the arm and within two weeks it Was as 
strong as ever. Then he sold his peddler’s 
pack and left, saying that he was going back 
to Chicago to work at his trade. 

One cure which has been authenticated by 
several witnesses is that of Louis Marmes, 
who died recently in Antigo, Wis., where his 
children still live. Mr. Marmes suffered 
from rheumatism so severely that he could 
barely: hobble about on crutches. He heard 
of the hill and made up his mind to try the 
efficacy of prayer. The first time he as- 
cended the hill he required the aid of two 
men to get to the top and was four hours in 
making the ascent. The second day one at- 
tendant was enough, and the third day he 
went alone. Then he discarded one crutch; 
then the other; and in seven days was cured 
so completely that he was able to resume his 
old work on the farm. 

The most wonderful of all the cures was 
that of John Merkel, who now lives about 
one mile east of the hill. In 1884 he was suf- 
fering from cancer of the face, for which the 
physicians said there was no possible cure. 
The disease had affected his eyes, and he ex- 
pected to die and had made all preparations. 
Some pilgrims who passed his place on the 
way to the hill told him of the cures per- 
formed there, and he decided to go daily and 
pray. For two weeks he kept this up, unde- 
terred by the weather or his physical weak- 
ness. At last his face began to heal and is 
now as well as ever. His story of his cure 
is corroborated by many friends and neigh- 
bers, as well as by physicians in Hartford 
and Milwaukee who had seen him while suf- 
fering from the disease. 

Her Sight Restored. 

Ida Klingel of Burlington, Wis., is another 
who claims to have been cured by prayer 
offered on the hill. In 1887 she was losing 
her eyesight, and with her parents visited 
various oculists in Chicago and Milwaukee. 
They said they thought they could cure her, 
but said an operation would be necessary. 
For this they demanded more money than 
Mr. Klingel could pay. At this time, through 
friends, hé heard of Holy Hill and decided 
to make the pilgrimage. From the first day 
an improvement was noticed and on the 
ninth y she was entirely cured. 

The case of Clara Kroeger of Milwaukee 
is another that is well authenticated. For 
months the girl had suffered from ophthal- 
mia which the best oculists had been unable 
to cure. In 1886 she went with her father to 
to cure.

If, instead o: do- 
ing so, the road loaded it to a point in Cal- 
ifornia, that would be a decided misuse of 
the car. It is also an understanding be- 
tween railroad companies that foreign cars 
should net be in local service. For 
instance, on our own road, in transacting 
the local business, we must not use a Wa- 
bash car, etc. 

Cars that have been lost sight of some- 
times. turn up in curious ways. When I 
was connect with the Erie railroad one 
of our freight cars hed been away from 
home for an unreasonable length of time. 
When it was finally discovered we found it 
was doing duty at a station in Southern 
Texas. Some years age, I think it, was on 
the occasion of President Lincoln's funer- 
al party going over the New York Central 
road, one of our coaches was added to the 
train and went to Springfield. The coach 
was away from home for some years. We 
had lost sight of it, Eventually it was found 
down in Kentucky or Tennessee doing duty 
as a caboose on some small railroad four or 
five miles long. 

The tendency of late years has been 
toward building freight cars of greater ca- 
pacity. About fifteen years ago 24,000 
pounds was the maximum carload. On our 
road we have lately had built 3,000 cars, 
each with a capacity of 60,000 pounds, more 
than double the capacity fifteen years ago. 
The shippers of the present day want larger 
cars. The rate per car is based upon a 
minimum weight in the car, and that min- 
imum weight has been gradually raised by 
the traffic department until now larger cars 
are the rule, consequently the old, light 
car has become obsolete. During the last 
winter we have destroyed over 3,000 cars of 
that kind. All the old iron of such a car goes 
into the scrap heap. At PE sent the scrap of 
a 24,000-pound car is worth, say, $90. 

The axles are lighter, the wheels are light- 
er, the whole carrying capacity of the car is 
resent demands. We can- 
not take the old axle and wheels and use 
them again because they are too light, con- 
gequently the material has to be put into the 
scrap heap to be made over. 

Occasionally an old freight car escapes 
absolute demolition and obtains a lease of 
life outside of its regular vocation. Some- 
times it is used for storage purposes. The 
body of the car is put on the side of the 
track at some small station and made a 
storeroom by the roadmaster who has a 
lack of such accommodations. All rail- 
roads, also, have construction cars that go 
with construction and ballast trains. Old 
freight cars are used in this way, being fit- 


ted up cheaply with bunks, some of them 


having a kitchen and primitive dining-room 
for the use of the men engaged in construc- 
tion work or in ballasting the road. 

My attention has been called to an article 
lately published in a San Francisco paper, 
showing the curious and original uses to 
which some old horse cars, now retired from 


active service on account of the introduc- 


tion of electricity, have been put in that 
part of the country. Some of them have 


been turned into Ssummer-houses, small 


conservatories, children’s play-houses, and 
fruit. stands, The most unique plan was 
turning them into arks. An enterprising 
man bought four of them at $15 aplece 
and landed them on a pontoon or flatboat 
or scow which has been used for discharg- 
ing cargoes from vessels. Its deck dimen- 
sions are 34x54 feet over all, The four cars, 
without their run gear, are fastened on 
this float. They are sc joined and parti- 
tioned that they make two large and airy 
rooms 18x24 feet, with one small room for a 
bath and closet and a kitchen. There are 
four double bunks in each of the large 
rooms, a bath-room, and a cot for a serv- 
ant. The sleeping places are separated by 
cugtains hanging from the ceiling. The 
rooms are tastefully furnished, roomy, and 
thoroughly aired by the original venti- 
lators in the cars. Neither the arched roofs, 
the end hoods, nor the platforms have been 
removed. The colored reflectors that were 
formerly im each end of the cars have been 
allowed td remain. This house boat—or 
“ark,” as they call it—costs $900 when fin- 
ished, and is rented for the season by par- 
—— who anchor in some quiet bay near the 
city. 

It is rarely necessary to trace passenger 
cars on a railroad. As a rule their jour- 
neys are confined to their own lines. If 
they run off their road it is in what is 
known as “a line.“ For instance, there 
are so many trains between New York and 
Chicago, so many trains and so many cars 
each to make up that line and keep it going: 
of the roads interested each puts in its pro- 
portion of cars, Of late years much of the 
better class of travel is in drawing-room 
and sleeping cars which belong to private 
companies, and are run over the roads under 
arrangements made with the different rail- 
road companies. 


DISTILLERY AT LEAVENWORTH BURNS. 


Loss Is $110,000 and Not a Cent of Insu 
ance. 

Leavenworth, Kas., Aug. 16.—[Special.]— 
This morning at 1 o'clock the big seven- 
story distillery at this place caught fire and 
within an hour wag destroyed. It was one of 
the fiercest fires ever in this city. 
E. Sherman of Peru, III., recently bought 
the building and fitted it up as a distillery, 
It was formerly a wnat factory and was 
owned by the Hamlins of Buffalo, N. Y. Sher- 
man’s loss 1s $110,000 and he has not a cent 
insurance, Sheriff Rothenberger’s cooper 
shops caught fire and were damaged to the ex- 
tent of $10,000, but he is fully insured. 

Colorado City, Colo., Aug. 16.—The shops 
of the Colorado Midiand railroad are burn- 
ing. The loss will exceed $75,000.

A feature of the meeting was what H. H. 
Van Meter of the Subcommittee on Morais 
designated a kick.“ He announced at the 
outset he had a “kick coming’ and hoped 
he would offend no one. Before he got 
through Mr. Van Meter administered sev- 
eral kicks, the first of which was that Jus- 
tice Underwood had been unjustly accused 
of conniving with criminals and releasing 
them without cause, whereas many cases 
brought before Justice Underwood had been 
non-suited by, the city on account of insuf- 
ficient evidence. 

The next kick“ was that the old Com- 
mittee on Morals, which instituted the 
gambling raids and suits under the last ad- 
ministration of the Civic Federation, had 
been reorganized as a subcommittee under 
the new régime, that its efforts had been 
smothered and ignored until nearly every 
member had withdrawn. 

“Notwithstanding the rapid growth of 
these evils in Chicago,’ said Mr. Van Meter. 
“the Committee on Morals has been allowed 
quietly to regign. Its powers have been 
gradually restricted and the committee at 
the head of which is D. K.-Tenney has 
treated the subcommittee in a manner 
quite discourteous if not entirely out of 
order. A recent report on gambling and 
other evils, made by the new committee, 
has furthermore sorely offended the sub- 
committee. 

Offers an Amendment. 

Mr. Van Meter then offered an amendment 
to the constitution providing that the Ex- 
ecutive committee of the Federation shall 
consist of the Chairman of each of the 
standing committees, together with the offi- 
cers of the Federation.“ 

The amendment will be voted upon at the 
next meeting. A lively discussion followed. 
President Baker said he had no defense to 
make and called for speeches from the floor. 
J. J. McGrath said 450 complaints of gam- 
bling and other moral iniquities had been 
made to Chief Badenoch at the instance of 
the Trades Assembly and Waiters’ Alliance, 
and that the present friendly attitude of the 
city officials had made the character of 
work conducted under the former adminis- 
tration unnecessary. M. J. Carroll said at 
least an hundred meetings of the committee 
on morals had been held in different connec- 
tions. The controversy was tinally smoothed 
over by making T. W. Harvey Chairman of 
the Subcommittee on Morals member of the 
Executive committee as requested by Mr. 
Van Meter. A vote of thanks was then 
given President Baker for his loyalty to the 
Federation. 

Dr. John B. Hamilton gave a detailed de- 
scription of the garbage crematories now 
eperated in Alleghany City, Pa., and Pitts- 
burg. The Rider and Engle crematories 
were the leading types. The former re- 
quires little fuel as the process of combus- 
tion creates hydrogen which is utilized as 
fuel. The Alleghany garbage crematory 
had been run beyond its capacity, its capac- 
ity being from 35 to 40 tons a day, and no less 
than 50 tons being handled daily. At the 
normal output the cost of burning was $4 
per ton. Fifteen such crematories would be 
required to handle Chicago’s garbage. Dr. 
Hamilton did not favor the reduction fur- 
naces which left a residue for fertilizing 
purposes. He said the cost of handling ate 
up the profits realized from the sale of fer- 
tilizer. The smoke stacks of the garbage 
crematories should be eighty feet high. At 
this elevation no odor would issue from the 
process of cremation. The reduction process 
was to some extent offensive. 


Indorse the Reduction Plan. 

Mr. Galvin said he was in correspondence 
with twenty-three of the leading cities of 
the United States. Seventeen cities replied 
favorably to garbage cremation. The Pitts- 
burg furnace (reduction) cost $80,000. Mr. 
Galvin seemed to favor reduction furnaces 
on economic grounds, and said he had letters 
from prominent city officials throughout the 
country indorsing the reduction plan. Mr. 
Galvin said he had assurances from Chicago 
men that they would bear the expense of a 
crematory if adopted by the city upon rece 
ommendation of the federation. 

Mr. Galvin also recommended to the fed- 
eration the fire alarm devices in use in Bos- 
ton and New York. In the latter city red 
lights were hung at every alarm post and 
directions were upon every lamppost to the 
nearest fire alarm. The suggestion was re- 
ferred to the Executive committee, and will 
be embodied in a petition to the Chicago 
Council. 

George W. Cole made a voluntary report 
on the Street Cleaning Department, and 
said he believed Supt. Rhode was doing all 
in his power to keep the streets clean. An 
agitation of public sentiment was recom- 
mended. Mrs. Paul was present, but did 
not speak. A member from the Twenty- 
fifth Ward said the street-cleaning notices 
issued by the federation had had the effect of 
cleaning up the ward quite as thoroughly 
as by complaint and prosecution.

IT MAGNIFIES INTENSITY OF SOUNDS 


Queer Effects Gained from W. H. Soulby’s 
New Microphone. 

The improvements which W. H. Soulby has 
lately added to the microphone, or “sound 
magonifier,’’ make it one of the most marvel- 
ous mechanical contrivances of the age. 
After the instrument had been completed 
with the exception of a few finishing touches 
Soulby found it absolutely necessary to keep 
the door of his workshop tightly closed so as 
to admit no sounds from the outside, other- 
wise the inarticulate rumblings given off by 
the “ejector” would have become unbear- 
able. Even with closed doors the cap had to 
be kept constantly in place on the receiver 
to keep the instrument from sending forth a 
roar, which previous investigation had 
proved to be a combination of sounds pro- 
duced by watch beats, breathing, the hum of 
flies, etc. A fly walking across the receiver 
of the instrument made a sound equal to a 
horse crossing a bridge, and when Mr. Soul- 
by laid his arm across the box the blood 
rushing in his veins gave forth a sound that 
much resembled that made by the working 
of the pump of a large steam engine. The 


playing of a piano in a house across the street 


was, when ejected from Soulby’s machine, 
like the roar of an avalanche, and the wash- 
ing of dishes in the kitchen of a house across 
the alley made a sound which thé inventor 
of the instrument says was a burden to his 
soul.“ When any one entered the room, 
walked about, touched the table or door han- 
dles, the shriek which issued from the eject- 
or was most painful to hear. 

Hundreds of uses have been suggested for 
the microphone, the most practical being 
those of blood circulation and lung tests.— 
St. Louis Republic.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Minnesota’s new standard policy is causing con- 
siderabl@ worry on the part of insurance managers, 
and a meeting is to be called soon to consider what 
is best to be done. The last Legislature passed a 


law incorporating in it the provisions of a stand- . 


ard policy which, under the provisions of the law, 
is to go into effect Oct. 1, and after that date no 
other policy can lawfully be used in that State. 
The policy is similar in its provisions to the 
standard policy in force in other States, and as a 
whole it meets with the approval of the insurance 
men. Unfortunately it has some errors of such 4 
palpable nature that the policy is made ridiculous 
by them. There is no official who will take the 
responsibility of making the changes necessary 
to make it read sensibly, and managers are won- 
dering what can be done. The Insurance Com- 
missioner has been appealed to for a decision, and 
he has laid the matter before the Attorney-General 
of the State. The Attorney-General has acknowl- 
edged the errors, but he says the mistakes are 
those of the Legislature, and he is not authorized 
to advise a change being made. 

Under the law a company which fails to adopt 
the standard policy and use it exclusively in writ- 
ing in that State is liable to a heavy penalty. 
The companies writing in Minesota do not want 
to incur such a penalty, and, on the other hand, 
they do not want to prepare a lot of policies for 
their various agencies containing such apparent 
errors and have to prepare another lot as soon as 
the Legislature meets and corrects them: Then, 
too, only the policy as prepared by the Legislature 
is the standard policy, and however much reason 
there may be for the change there would be as 
great a penalty for making the change as would 
be the case were the companies to make other 
changes to meet the individual views of the under- 
writers. Recently some of the managers have 
written the Insurance Commissioner asking for a 
final decision on the points raised. He has an- 
swered some of these letters saying he can see no 
objection to the companies printing their policies 
as the law provides and then putting in brackets 
the words which it is clear were intended to be 
used. He also suggests the companies may print 
the standard policy, erasing the words which are 
errors and writing above or over it g-gn hg

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S@HOOL TEACHERS EXSMPT FROM 
OIVIL-SERVIOE EXAMINATION. 


Controller Wetherell, Commissioner Hotz, 
and Members of the Board of Educa- 
tion Relieve the Fears of the Teachers 
only Employes Affected Are Carpen- 
ters, Janitors, Clerks, and Ordinary 
Laborers=County Mill at Work and It 

- Attracts Many Anxious Applicants. 


Civil service is not worrying the school 
teachers of Chicago a particle. They are in 
nowise subject to any of its provisions, Con- 
troller Wetherell’s communication to the 
Board of Education did not say they must be 
listed with the Civil Service Commission for 
qualification in order to draw their salaries. 
So there is no excitement whatever over the 
matter. Members of the board declared yes- 
terday they had never construed any portion 
of the Controller's letter as having reference 
to teachers. What he called for was a list of 
employés who do come under the provisions 
of the act. This includes cierks. engineers, 
carpenters, janitors, paintere, watchmen, ma- 
chine hands, and teamsters. 

The law defines those who are exempt and 
explicitly designates teachers of schools.“ 


The provision reads: a 

Sec, 2. Officers excepted from classified service. 
Officers who area elected by the people, or who 
are elected by the City Council pursaant to the 
city ebarter, or whose appointment is subject to 
confirmation by the City Council, judges and 
clerks of election, members of any Board of Edu- 
cation, the superintendent. and teachers of 
schools, heads of any principal department of 
the city, members of the Law Department, and 
one private secretary of the Mayor, shall not be 
included in such classified service. 


Controller Wetherell Surprised. 
Mr. Wetberell says he cannot understand 
how any person ever interpreted his com- 
munication to include teachers, Here is what 


he wrote: 

D. R Cameron, Esq., President Board of Edu- 
cation, Sir: The civil service law, under the 
rules prepared by the commission, will go into 
force Monday, Aug. 26, 1895. Ce 

The law provides (Sec. 13) that appointing of- 
ficers shali report to the commission all ap- 
pointments permanent or temporary made in the 
classified service, and of all transfers, promo- 
tions, resignataons, or vacancies from any cause 
and the date thereof, and that a record of the 
same shall be kept by the commission. 

It also provides (Sec. 29) that no accounting or 
auditing officer shall allow the claim of any pub- 
lic officer for services of any deputy or other per- 
son employed in the public service in violation of 
the provisions of the act. 

And in Sec. 80 of the act it is provided that the 
commission shall certify all appointments and 
removals to the Controller; and in Sec. 31 that 
no controller or other auditing officer shall ap- 
prove the payment of, or be in any manner con- 
cerned in paying, any salary or wages unless such 
person is oceupying an office or place of employ- 
ment according to provisions of law. 

In view of these provisions of the law, for my 
protection, and in order that this office can le- 
gally make payment of salariés after Aug. 26, it 


| will be necessary that the Civil Service Commis- 


sion shall certify to the correctness of the pay- 
rolls so far as the employment of all persons is 
concerned. f 

That it may do this a list of all persons in your 
department, not specifically excepted under Sec. 
11 of the act, should be made and flied with the 
Civil Service Commission, showing the names, 
positions occupied, and the salaries of every em- 
ployé in your department on the date the law 
goes into effect. 

That reports from all offices may be uniform a 
form to be used in making them will be here- 
with inclosed. 

Failure to have this list correctly made and 
filed with the commission on the date named will 
cause delay in payment of salaries. 

Goes to Every Department. . 

„It anybody can pick a scare or a sensa- 
tion out of that, continued the Controller, 
“they area good deal smarter than I. Let- 
ters of thie kind have been sent to the heads 
of every department, and they are supposed 
to understand the law sufficiently to know 
who should be listed and who should not. I 
have nothing to do with that feature of it.“ 

Officers and members of the board showed 
no indications of being at ail agitated over 
the question. An officer of the board said 
everybody understood both the communica- 
tion and the law, and there were no signs of 
agitation on the part of anybody. 

Civil Service Commissioner Hotz said there 
had never been any doubt that employés 
of the Board of Education not designated in 
Sec. 11 of the law were just as much subject 
to civil service as the employés of any other 
branch of the city government. Those at 
present in the service will not, however, have 
to undergo examination. Batit is necessary 
for the Commissioners to have a list of them 
in their office that they may know who they 
are, how many there are of them, and what 
compensation they receive. These lists the 
various Superintendents are expected to 
furnish. . 

In the employ of the Board of Educa tio 
there are 552 persons subject to the civil 
service rules. They figure on six pay-rolis, 
engineers and janitors together; carpenters, 
painters, machine hands, and teamsters be- 
ing enroiled under the head of carpenters 
and laborers.

NEW PROBLEM IN TRACK ELEVATION, 


Request Develops That Switches Are Not 
Provided for by Law. 

Commissioner Kent is confronted with a 
new problem in track elevation. Application 
was made by the Detroit Stove Works and the 
Rock Island railroad yesterday for an ele- 
vated switch track to the stove company’s 
works at Thirtieth street to take the place of 
the present switch at grade. The railroad is 
elevated to the works. The switch track runs 
across an alley. To grant a permit for an 
elevation at the same grade as the railroad 
would necessitate the depression of the alley, 
and the building of side walls. As the Com- 
missioner looked over the proposition he was 
confronted by the damage that might result 
to adjoining property by the depression of an 
alley probably cutting off access to the prop- 


erty. 

“The city elevation ordinance does not 
contemplate the elevation of any tracks save 
those along the right of way,“ said the 
Commissioner, “Switch and side tracks 
were overiooked. In this instance I sug- 
gested that the switch track be given sut- 
ficient elevation to allow the passage of teams 
under it through the alley. The railroad peo- 
ple say they cannot make the required eleva- 
tion. 

It is a problem, and I propose to go slow 
about settling it. Whatever is done in this 
instance will stand as a precedent for the 
future, and I take it that we will have numer- 
ous applications of the same kind. it may 
require an ordinanee, and I will refer the sub- 
ject to the Law Department.“ 


Promise to Adopt Smoke Consumers. 
The smoke suppression crusade is resulting in 
a better condition of affairs. The warning no- 
tices sent out by Chief Inspector May and the 
vigorous prosecution which follows a second 
complaint is causing the Chief Inspector to be 
deluged with mail from people and firms com- 
plained of.

GERMAN VETERANS OF OSIOAGO 


LEAVE FOR THE FATHERLAND. 


Two Hundred Members of the Krieger 
Verein Will Take Part in the National 
Fetes in Berlin and Leipzig~Twenty- 
fifth Anniversary of the German Empire 
to Be Observed- Visitors Will Call on 
Bismarck—Arrangements for a Parade 
and Patriotic Festival in Chicago, 

Nearly 200 members of the Deutscher 

Krieger Verein (German Warriors’ Society) of 

Chicago started for the Fatherland yesterday 

afternoon to take partin the great national 

jubilee, Sedan Feier.“ Sept. 2 will be the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the battle of Se- 
dan and of the foundation of the German 

Empire. It is to take part in the observance 

of these events that many of the German 

soldiers who, after their fighting days were 
over, settled in this city have returned to their 
old home across the sea. 

According to the program arranged by 


Joseph Schlenker, President of the verein, 


and a committee consisting of Jacob Giese, 
George Kalbitz, Lorenz Brieske, Jacob 
Schneider, and Joseph Forche the veterans 


assembled at 2 p. m. at North Olark and 


Kinzie streets. Thence, headed by a brass 
band which played the Wacht am Rhein 
and other airs of, the Fatherland they marched 
east on Kinzie to Dearborn, west on Randolph 
to Fifth avenue, south to Adams street, cast 
to Dearborn, and south to the Dearborn Sta- 
tion. In the line were not only veterans 
of the Franco-Prussian war, but men who 
had borne arms in earlier wars—men who 
fought in the revolution of 1844, against the 
Danes in 1864, and against the Austrians in 
1866. Some of them were feeble and totter- 


ing with age, others were young enough to 


fight again if need be, and all were happy at the 
prospect of once more visiting the scenes of 
their early life. 


Along the Route. 


Accompanying the soldiers on their march 
were hundreds of friends and relatives, some 
on foot and some in carriages, and along the 
route the American and German flags were 
displayed from many buildings. Joseph 
Schlenker acted as Chief Marshal to the 
parade and Dr. Julius Schmidt was his as- 
sistant. The families of quitea number of 
the veterans accompany them on the trip and 
a few of these families, kinder and all, 
trudged along with the procession. 

At the railway station there was much hand- 
shaking and kissing, and not a few tears were 
shed by those departing and by those left be- 
hind. Some ofthem were to return no more, 
having elected to pass their remaining days 
in the Fatherland, and these said goodby to 
friends arid kindred, perhaps for the last 
time, 

When the Wabash limited for New York 
pulled out of the station at 3 o’clock it had on 
board the entire party, whieh, beside the 
Krieger Verein, included a large number of 
German-Americans and their families, who 
took this opportunity of visiting their 
native land. They will sail from 
New York tomorrow on the steamer Fulda 
of the German Lloyd line, which is due in 
Hamburg Aug. 27. They will be welcomed 
to the empire of the Kaiser by a committee 
of their fellow-soldiers at home consisting of 
Comrades Daub, Fischer, Schroeder, May- 
wald, Meisner, and Reitz, who will unite with 
the Chicago committee in arranging for the 
entertainment of the visitors and the part 
they will take in the patriotic demonstrations 
in celebration of Sedan. The City of Ham- 
burg will be illuminated in honor of the ar- 
rival of the German-Americans and feasting 
and dancing will be features of their hospita- 
ble welcome. 


Will Visit Bismarck. 


One of the most important matters on the 
program of the visitors, and one which they 
look forward to with pleasure, is an excur- 
sion to Frederichsruhe, the home of Bis. 
marck. The * Man of Biood and Iron” was 
electea an honorary member of the America 
Krieger Verein on his 80th birthday, and his 
certificate of membership will be presented 
to him by Joseph Schlenker on behalf of his 
Chicago comrades. Imposing ceremonies 
have been planned to accompany the presen- 
tation. 

The principal fétes in connection with the 
jubilee this year have been arranged to take 
place in the cities of Berlin and — Ac 
cordingly the American contingent will be di- 
vided, part going to one city and part to the 
other, A few will gu to neither, but, seeking 
the homes of their fathers, will then com- 
memorate the founding of the German Em- 
pire and the fall of an. 

The excursionists will not return to Amer- 
ica in a body. It is expected all wuo intend 
to come back will have reached Chicago by 
the end of October. 

Among those who went abroad were Henry 
Schultz, a soldier of three wars, having fought 
against the Danes, the Austrians, and the 
French; Joseph Stahl, who was in the wars 
of 44, 64, and 66; F. W. Koening, who 
took part in the siege of Paris; and Joseph 
Schlenker, who was also engaged before the 
French capital. All the members of the 
verein wore a badge—‘**Sedan Feier Souven- 
ir.“ Ona silken ribbon the Stars and Stripes 
are shown above the German colors, and the 
cross bar bears the letters U. S. A.“ A 
medal is attached inscribed, ‘* Chicago, Ber. 
lin, Leipzig.“ 

Will Celebrate in Chicago. 


The German-Americans of Chicago will 
celebrate Sunday Sept. 1 this year by a big 
parade and a patriotic demonstration in 
Ogden’s Grove. Sept. 2 1s the anniversary of 
the battle of Sedan, but those having the 
affair in charge say itis not to be held in 
commemoration of Sedan, but to celebrate 
the laying of the corner stone of the German 
Empire. There is no desire nor intention to 
rouse national enemities, simply a purpose to 
observe the anniversary of the consdlidation 
of the German kingdoms and principalities. 
The Governor of Illinois and the 
Mayor and other municipal magnates of Chi- 
cago will be invited to take partin the cere- 
monies, All the arrangements are not com- 
pleted. It is expected that all the German 
civil und military societies in the city will be 
seen in the parade. These number fifty or 
sixty, and thirty-four of them have already ac- 
cepted invitations, including Prof. Katzen- 
berger’s World’s Fair singing society of 100. 
children, the German Riding club, number- 
ing sixty horsemen, the veterans of the Ger- 
man army, and all the si societies. The 
procession will form at Division and La Salle 
avenue ut o'clock Sunday after- 
noon and march to Ogden’s Grove. There 
will be 10,000 to 12,000 people in the line, 
which will be formed of two divisions—civil 
and military. Peter Hand will be Marshal of 
the civil section and the military will be com- 
manded by Maj. G Heinzman. 

At the grove there will bea short speech by 
the President of the Committee on Arrange- 
ments, who has not yet been chosen, an ad- 
dress by Dr. Buenz, the German Consul, and 
another Von Manstein, President 
of the Veterans of the German Army Society.

FORT DEARBORN MASSACRE RECALLED. 


Yesterday Was the Anniversary ‘of the 
Butchery on the Lake-Front. 

Yesterday was the eighty-third anniver- 
sary of the Fort Dearborn massacre, when 
the Indians of this vicinity overtook the re- 
treating garrison on a spot not far from the 
residence of George M. Pullman at the foot 
of Eighteenth street and nearly exterminat- 
ed them. The garrison consisted of Capt. 
Nathan Heald, Lieut. Linal T. Helm, Ensign 
Ronan, Surgeon Voorhees, and seventy-five 
men, regulars and militiamen, who were ac- 
companied, of course, by several women 
and children. Twenty-six regulars and 
twelve militiamen were killed. Eleven 
women and children escaped, Mrs. Helm de- 
fending herself until rescued by Black Part- 
ridge. The fight must have been spread over 
a considerable length of the road, but the
